' having not flept inthree or four nights before (our fears of 
. what happened preven.ing us) neither could our hard lodging, 
fear, and danger hinder us, we were ſo ovrerwa-cht.. 
On the morrow, beivg well refreſht with fleep, the wind 
ceaſed, and ihe weather was xery warm; we went down 
. the Rocks on the Sands at low Wa er, where we found great 
part of orr ladivg, either on ſhore-or floating near it. I 
by the help of my company, dragged moſt of it on ſhore; 
what was too heavy for us we broke, and unbound the Casks 
_ and Cheſts, and, taking ont the goods, ſecured all ; fo that 
we waned no cl:thes, norany other provition neceflary for 
| Houſekeeping, to furniſh a beiter Houſe than any we were 
Fketo have ;, butno Viftnials (the ſale Water havirg fpoiled 
ally onely one Cask of Bisket, be.ng lighter than the reſt was. 
dry 3 this ſerved for Bread a while, and we fonnd on'Land 
a fort of fowl about the bignefſe of a Swan, vecy heavy and 
fat, that by reaſon of their weight could not fly, of thieſe 
we fond | 'ttle difficulty to kill, ſo that they were our preſence 
food; we carried out of Erg/awvyl certain Hens and Cocks ta 
.eat by the way, ſome of theſe when the Ship was broken, by 
ſome means got to Land, and bred exceedingly, ſo that in 
the futnre chey-were a great help nnto us; we found alſo, by 
2 licile River, in the flags, ſtore of eggs, of a ſort of fowl! much 
L:ke our Ducks, which were yery'g00d meat, ſo that we want- 
.ed nothing to keep us alive, | | 
.On themorrow, which was the third day, as ſoon as it 
was morning, ſecing nothing tw diſturb us, I fooke' out a 
convenient place to dwell in, that we mighe build us a Hoe 
co ſheer us fromthe weather, and from any other danger | 
of annoyance, from wild Beafts ty any ſhonld find ns ont): 
So clofle by a large Spring whic r6ſe-vnr' of a nigh bu 
. oyer-laoking- che Sea; on the fide of a Wood, having a 
proſpet towards the Sea (by the lielp of an Ax and" fome 
othet implemens,: for we trad all necefſaries; the voi 
of the Sea; having caſt up*moſt of our gocds) T'cnt dow 
all che fire;ghteſ poles I could find; and which were enor 
for my. ptepoſe; --by: che- help of my colpany, ''{ -

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being our Maſter ) I digged holes in the earth, ſetting my 
poles at' an equal diſtance, and nailing the broken boards 
of the Casks, Cheſts, and-Cabins, and ſvch like- to them, 
making my door to the Seaward , and havirg' covered the 
top, with S4il clothes Arain'd, and nail'd ; 1 inthe ſpace of 
2 week had made a large Cabbin big enough to hold all our 
goods and our ſelves in itz I alſo placed our Hamocks for 
lodging, purpoling ( if it pleaſed God to ſend any Ship that 
way ) we might be tranſported home , but it never came to 
paſs, the place, wherein we were (as I conceived) being 
much out of theway. :'f | 

We having now lived in this manner full four moneths, 
and not ſo much as ſeeing or hearing of any wild people or 
of any of our own'company., more then our felves(they be- 
ing fonnd now by experience to be all drowned) ahd the 
place as we after found, being a large Ifhand, and 'diſjoyned, 
and out of ſight of any other Land, was wholly uninhabited 
by any people, neither was there any hurtful beaft to annoy 
us. But on the contrary, the Countrey ſo very pleaſant, being 
always clothed with- green , and full of pleaſant fruits, and 
variety of Birds, ever warm, and never colder. then in Eng- 
land in September : ſo that this place ( had it the culture that 
—*þ people might beſtow on it) would prove a Para»

The Woods afforded us a fort of Nuts, as big as a large 
Apple, whoſe kernil being pleafant and' dry, we made uſe- 
of intead of Bread, that Fowl before mentioned , and a ſore 
of Water-fow! like Ducks, and their Eggs, and a Beaſt about 
the fize of a Goat, 'and almoſt ſuch a like Creature, which 
brought two young ones at a time, and that twicea year, of- 
which the Low Lands and Woods were very full, being a 
very harmleſs Creature and tame , fo that we could ealily 
take and kill them : Fiſh alſo, eſpecially Shell-fiſh ( which we 
could beft come by ) we had great ſtore of, ſo that in effe& 
as to Food we wanted nothing, and thus, and by ſuch like 
helps, we continued ſix moneths, without any diflurbance or

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Women never failing once a year at leaft, and none of the 
Children {( forall che hardſhip'we put them to were ever 
lick ; ſo that wanting now nothing but Cloathes/nor them 
much' neither, other then for decency, the warmch of che 
Countrey and Cuſtome: ſupplying that Defect , we were 
now well ſatisfied with our. condition, our Family beginning 
to grow large, and there being nothing to hurt ns, we many 
times lay abroad on. Moſley Banks, under the ſhelter of ſome - 
Trees, or. fuch like {. for: having nothing elſe to do ) I had 
made me ſeveral Arbors toſleep in with my Women in the 
heat of the day, .in theſe-I and my . Women paſſed the time 
away, they being never willing to be out of my company. 

And having now no:thought of ever returning home, as 
having reſolved and: ſworn each to other, never to. parc'or 
leaveone another, or the place; having by my ſeveral Wives; 
forty ſeven: Children, Boys and Girls, but moſt Girls, and 
Srowing 'up:apace, we were all of us very fleſhy , the Coun- 
try ſowell agreeingwith us, that we never ailed any thing ; 
my Negro having had twelve, was the firſt that left bearing, fo 
Lnever medied with--her| more : My' Maſters: Daughter { by: 
whom L.bad moſt Children, being. the youngeſt and hand- 
ſomeſt2)::was moſt fond of -me,: and I of her. Thus we lived 
for ſixteen years, tilt perceiving my eldeſt Boy to mind the 
ordinary work of Nature, by ſeeing what we did, I gave him 
a; Mate, and ſo I did toall the reſt, as faſt: as they grew up, 
and were capable :: My Wives having'.left bearing, my c}ii1- 
dreri-began:ro breed apace,: ſo we wgreiliketo be.a multitude ; 
My: firft Wife: brooght! me thirteen) Children', my fecond 
ſeven, my Maſters Daughter fifteen, and the Ngo twelve,” 
i0 all forty ſeven...

- Aﬀter we had lived there twenty two'years, My Negro! died 
ſuddenlyi; but I could not percive/any thing that ailed her; 
moſt ofmy childrentbeing giown, *s faſt as we! married them, 
I ſent them andpplaced them over. the: River by tliemlelves fe- 
verally, becauſe we would not peftet one another. ard now 
they being all grown up, and gane, and married after our man- 
ner; (foe two lor three of -the-youngeſti) for. ( growing 
my felt ind ;years) Lliked not the wanron annovance of young 
- caippany, B 1iids 
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Thus havins lived to the (ixtieth year of my age, avd the 
fortieth of my coming thitker, at which time I ſent- for all 
of them to bring their children, and there were in !Number 
defcended from me by theſe four Womens of my Children; 
Grand-children,&great Grand-children,five hundred fixty five 
of- both ſorts; I took off the Males of one Family, and marri- 
ed them ro the Females of another, not letting any to-marry 
their lifters, as we did formerly ont” of heceflity, ſo blefiing 
God for his Providence and goodnefs,'I d;ſmiſt them, T baving 
taughe ſome of my Children. to read formerly, for- I -bad: lefr 
{till the Bible, I cbarged it ſhould be read once a moneth at 
a general meeting : At laſt one of my Wives died being ſixty 
Eighth years of age, which I buried in a place, ſet out on pur- 
poſe, and withina year after anather, fo. I had none now left 
but my Maſters Daughter, and we lived together twelve years 
longer, at length ſhe died alſo, fo-Lburied her. alſo next. the 
place where. I purpoſed to- be buried my ſelf, andthe tall 
Maid my firſt Wife next me onthe other (ide , - the Negro next 
without her, and the other Maid next my Mafters: Danghter, 
I had now nothing to mind j buttbe: place whether-I was-:to/ 
go,, being very old, ': almoft eighty. years,: T-gave: my: 
Cabin and Furniture that'was-lefs to: my eldeſt :ſan after -my' 
deceaſe, who had married-my: eldeſt Daughter- by :my be- 
loved Wife, whom I made King/avd Govtrnobr of all the. 
reſt; I informed: them :of the; Manners.. of - Exrape, ; ard: 
' charged them ta:remember-:the- Chiiftian: Religion: ,-after” 
the manner of them that fpake- the. ſame. Language andi to: 
admit no other , if hereafter any ſhould come' and find them:

And now once for $ll,I ſummoned them tocome to me,that I 
might number themywhich I did,and-found the eftimate tocon- 
rain in or about the eightieth year of my | age, and the fifty * 
ninth of my coming ores in all of all 'forts- one thouſdnd' 
ſeven hundred eighty and nine, - Thus praying God tomulti- 
ply them, and ſend them the true light of the Goſpel, I laſt 
of all diſmiſt them : For, being now very olds and my fight 
decayed, I could not- expect to live long, I gave this Narra- 
tion(written with my own hand)to my Eldeſt Mg pr ent 
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ved with me, commanding him to keep it, and if any firan- 
gers ſhould come hither by chance, to let them ſee it, and 
take a Copy of it if they would, that our name benot loſt from 
off the earth, I gave this People ( deſcended from me) the 
name of te ENGLISH PINES, George Pine being my 
name, and my Maſters Daughters name Sarah Engliſh, my two 
other Wives wereMary Sparkes,and Elizabeth Trevor , ſo their 
ſeveral Deſcendants are called the ENGLISH, the 
SPARKS, andthe TR EV ORS,andthe PHI L LS,from 
the Chriſtian Name of the Negro, which was Phillippa, ſhe 
having no ſurname : And the general name of the whole the 
ENGLISH PINES, whom God blefle with the dew 
of Heaven, and the fat of the Earth, AMEN,
